Blood samples found in the den of 
the couple’s home and other forensic 
evidence convinced police inves- 
tigators that Deborah L: Sheridan, 33,

The car and the body.was found at 6 
p.m.; Saturday, Jan. 1 

Mrs, Sheridan's body had:3 to 6 stab 
wounds in its upper torso, her nose 
was broken/and there was severe bruis- 
ing across her upper body and head 

Solomon Sheridan, the deceased's 
husband, was arrested and charged 
with the murder, Saturday, Jan. 9, a 
day after Mrs. Sheridan's funeral

Karen Draughan is 4'11 and 130 
pounds. -- not a very imposing sight, 
And the mother of three has no criminal 
record 

But Draughan has charged that a 
Columbus, police officer treated her like 
a dangerous felon, placing her in a 
headlock that has caused her to receive 
treatment from a doctor. And that the 
officer; Daniel Cockerham, alluded to 
the Rodney King incident in dealing with 
her 

Draughan is pursuing a complaint 
with the Division of Police, charging 
Cockerham with police brutality.’ Safety 
Director Leonard Keller said the 
department would investigate any com- 
plaint raised by the woman. 

Accordifig to Draughan, Cockerham 
and another officer knocked on her door 
on Thursday, January 7, with the intent 
to impound a car owned by a friend of 
Draughan's, Arnold Floyd. The car was 
parked across the street from 
Draughan's house, and had a cracked 


“windshield. -Floyd was being charged 


with having no operator's license, 
Draughan said 

Draughan said that Cockerham had 
asked her who owned the car, and she 
said "Bill" Floyd was the owner. Al- 
though Floyd's given .name.is "Arnold," 
Draughan said, he prefers to go by the

Officer Cockerham challenged her 
regarding Floyd's name, accusing 
her of. lying. Later, Draughan as- 
serted, she had asked the officer if 
she could get a key off the key 
chain of the car, which was running 
at the time. Draughan said she 


poked onthe key.ch 


found it was not there, and handed 
the key to the officer. 

At this point, Draughan charged 
that Cockerham told her, "get your 
inthe house." While she was walk- 
ing across the street, Draughan 
said that Cockerham came up be- 
hind her, clotheslined her neck, 
and picked her -up off the ground 
and was choking her. Later, he 
cited her for “obstructing official 
business," -- the impounding of the 
car. 

Draughan said that, while the 
officer was placing her in the car, it 
appeared that others in the neigh- 
borhood were observing the.ac- 
tion. Apparently in allusion to the 
Rodney King incident, in which the 
Los Angeles police attack was 


captured by an amateur camcor- 
der operator, Cockerham was al- 
leged by Drawghan to have said, "|

Draughan’s story was cor- 
roborated by Floyd, who said of 
Cockerham, "the guy acted as if 
he had already had a problem.’ 

oyd said that Cockerham 
“grabbed her from the back of the 
neck, grabbed her backwards, 
yanked her to the car and put the 
handcuffs on her." 


Floyd said that Cokkeyham was 
“calling her out of her name, calling 
her 'bs_’s and so forth.” When 


Floyd asked Cockerham to stop, 
Floyd alleged that Cockerham told 
him, “if (Floyd) gotpup in his face, 
he was going to i hard’ to break 
my back 

Although Floyd was cited for no 
operator's license; the “official 
business" which Cockerham ac- 
cused Draughan of obstructing -- 
the impoundment of the car -- 
never occurred 


Floyd said that Cockerham told 
him "he was doing me a favor" by 
calling off the impoundment of the 
car. And the car, as of Monday, 
was still sitting’ where it had been 
stopped by Officer Cockerham. 

Draughan said she is under a 
doctor’s care because of the inci- 
dent. “My adam's apple's swol- 
len, my lower back's hurting," 
Draughan said, “I’m not* hardly 
going to let this go." 

"| felt it was unnecessary," 
Draughan said of Cockerham’s ac- 
tions, “| wasn't fighting or. any- 
thing." 

Safety Director Leonard Keller, 
when asked about the event, said 
he expected it would be inves- 
tigated 

“Ifthe officer's conduct was im- 
proper, we will:investigate, and. if 
we find there's a problem, we will 
correct it," Keller said. “I! don't 
want any officer to think they are 
above or beyond the law." 

“We have an obligation to police 
dur own before we police the com- 
munity, and we'll stand by that," 
Keller added.

fibers found on Mrs. Sheridan's 
body, as well as blood samples 
found in the carpet of the couple's 
home: 

While examining Mrs 
Sheridan's body, homicide detec- 
tives noticed a gray dust-like mat- 
ter on her clothing. Later; while 
taking testimony from Mrs. 
Sheridan's relatives in her home, 
the detectives’ once again saw the * 
same gray dust-like material 

Based on what has been iden- 
tified as conflicting testimony given 
by Mr. Sheridan as well as other 
evidence, investigators had prob- 
able cause to get a search warrant 
for the- Sheridan home, Inside the 
house, more forensic tests were 
used which enabled the police to 
find blood samples in the den’s 
carpeting, The policealso found a 
quick-drying cement substance, 
that investigators believe is identi- 
cal to the substance found on Mrs 
Sheridan's body. 

Police investigators would not 
say if the instrument used to stab 
Mrs. Sheridag has been found 

interviews with friends.and co- 
workers by police investigators in- 


. dicated that there may have been 


‘a’ history of domestic violence 
within the home, said Scott. But, 
according to the officer, there are 
no official domestic violence 
teports in court records. 

Prior to his arrest, Mr, Sheridan 
told the Call and Post that his wife 
was “someone who did anything to 
make others. smile. She was al- 
ways concerned about others’ 
feelings. She lived a Christian life." 


Both Mr. and Mrs. Sheridan are 
reported to have been raised in 
religious homes and to have 
strong affillations to the church: The 
Sheridan family belongs to Full 
Gospel. Pentecostal Holiness 
Chufch. Mrs. Sheridan was a 
singer with the Toney Sisters. 

During police questioning prior 
to his arrest. Mr. Sheridan had told 
-investigators that money and jewel- 
ry were Stolen from his wife's body. 

Co-workers interviewed by the 
Call and Post expressed shock-and 
sadness about the murder of Mrs. 
Sheridan and the arrest of her hus- 
band, 

The coupte is described as “very 
professional,” but "close." 

“They came’ to work together 
and, often, left together," said a co- 
.worker who asked not to be iden- 
tified. “They were an out-going and 
friendly couple," said another co- 
worker: = = 

“You could not imagine anything 
like this happening to them," 
described another co-worker. “If 
something like this could happen to 
Deborah, it can happen to 
anyone. She was such a good per- 
son, She was not a person who was 
out on the street all the time party- 
ing. She appeared to be a good 
Wife and mother.

The couple had been married for 
13 years: They knew one another 
since junior high school and were 
high school sweethearts. They 
married when he was 21 and she 
was 20

Keller decided to overrule Chief James 
Jackson's recommendation to terminate

A later investigation showed that the shot fired at 
police was not fired by Pate at all, but came from a 
nearby restaurant, 

The action of ‘Zoretic could potentially have 
precipitated a Los Angeles-style riot. The massive 
crowd, coupled with Zoretic’s palpably-wrong action, 
cold have resulted in Columbus feeling the flames that 
engulfed L.A. only 18 days later. The safety director 
should certainly have weighed the possible impact of 
Zoretic's actions in evaluating his penalty. 

All this does, apparently, is keep up a longtime 
record: according to one police observer, it has been 
almost 28 years since a Columbus city police officer 
has been dismissed for brutality-or action taken against 
a Black Columbus citizen. The record is full of white 
Officers -« Michael Exline; Edward "Machine Gun" Mor- 
gan; Zoretic, and. others -- who have been accused of 
serious actions against Blacks, but have been able to 
remain as police officers because the system has failed 
to fully carry out punishment,

But those very aspects of inciusion are now coming 
under fire, Published reports have-tinked the Cargile 
Co. with state senate president Stanley Aronoff, who 
is a big backer the arts center.

Christian churches have to 
struggle to make the message of "white Chris- 
tianity” meaningful in the day-to-day lives of 
black people, said Flemister, why not get one 
thing right--namely, make sure black con- 
gregations at least support each other in the 
businesses parishioners own and run.

Most people don't'like to think about 
drawing up a will. Many put it off until it is 
too late, often with tragic results fo 
Toved ones. But if you die Intestate 
(without a,will), state law decides who 
gets your property, and that decision may 
be contrary to your wishes. 

Besides stating who will receive your 
property upon your death, a will also 
names a personal representative, or ex- 
ecutor, This person is responsible for 
_paying the bills, such as creditors and 
funeral expenses, and making sure that 
the property gets to the right people, And 
in awill, you can name a guardian for any 
minor children. 

Many people mistakenly believe that 
having a will helps to avoid probate, In 
the probate process, overseen by the 
local probate court, property is inven- 
torled and accounted for, debits and 
taxes are paid, and the remainder of the 
estate is passed along to the new owners

A healthy diet consists of more 
than tea and toast. Unfortunately, 
many older adults substitute this 
snack for a well-balanced meal. 
With the combination of poor nutri- 
tidn and colder weather, older 
adults may find it challenging to stay 
healthy and remain active. 

In fact, a major health, nutrition 
and aging group has estimated that 
half a million to a million people over 
age 65 are malnourished, or suffer 
from the “tea and toast syndrome." 
Older adults who don't want to cook 
and exist on light stacks, such, as 
tea and toast, ate most likely to tee! 
the effects of poor nutrition 

Other common. barriers to nutri 
tion include: skipping meals, which 
makes it hard to get all the needed 
Nutrients; tooth’ loss/mouth pain; 
and taking multiple medicines. For 
instance; side effects such as 
nausea, drowsiness and increased 


Proper nutrition co 


or decrease appetite, can be inten- 


sified with each additional medicine 
taken. Large doses of vitamins and 
minerals can also be harmful. 

Fortunately, easy solutions 
based on the concept of "wellness" 
do exist. "Wellness" factors that 
lead to a healthy consist of 25 per- 
cent’ environment, 25 percent 
hereditary and 50 percent lifestyle. 

By. following the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's "Food Guide 
Pyramid," which has been ex- 
panded from four to six basic food 
groups, older adults can directly in- 
fluence the "lifestyle" half of the 
“wellness” factor. 

The -pyramid-consists of “six-11 
servings of the bread, cereal, rice 
and pasta food group’ at the base; 
A -five servings of the 
vegetable group" and two-four serv- 
ings of the fruit group" atthe second 
level; followed by "two-three serv- 
ings of milk, yogurt and cheese" and 
“two-three servings. of meat, 
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poultry, fish, dry beans, eggs and 
nuts group.” The top of the pyramid 
suggests “fats, olls and sweets’ 
should be used only sparingly, 

The pyramid demonstrates how 
older adults-who typically have little 
variety in thelr diet face a greater 
risk of health problems. In fact, the 
National Screening Initiative’ es- 
timates that only 13 percent of 
adults eat the minimum daily 
recommended of fruits and 
vegetables. 

As a result, rather than totally 
eliminating certain food groups 
people should eat small portions of 


.- everything. For example, a recom- 


mended portion of meat would be 
about the size of a deck of cards. In 


only eat two meals a day should 


include at least three of the food_ 


groups in the pyramid for a snack to 

be considered healthy.

Expert warns: Arm 
early for college 


(Editor's Note: Nancy Gibson, an ad- 


missions counselor at Capital University, 


wrote the following article titled "Prepare 
early when thinking of applying to. college" 
for publication in this edition of the Call 
and Post.] 

Now that you're back into the swing of 
things at school, it's important to start 
thinking about what you need to do to 
prepare for_college. 

The most important thing is to make 
sure you have taken all the required cour- 
ses you need to graduate, along with the 
types of doursés most colleges and 
universities require. 

Most schools require four (4) years of 
English, three (3) years of mathematics, 
three:(3). years of social sciences, three, 
(3) years of science, two (2) years of a 
foreign language and one (1) fine art unit. 
Make sure: you're on the right track with 
your course work! Nothaving the required 
classes may result in the. university or. 
college rejecting your applications. 

Next, make sure you take either the 
American College Testin oe board or 
the Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT). The 
most common test in Ohio is the ACT. if 
you're a senior, plan to take one of these 
this Fall, as you may want-to retake it-in 

the. Spring if you're.not, H 
score 

Finally, attend any presentations or 
financial aid workshops that college rep- 
resentatives make at your school. You 
should also try to! attend any open houses 
that many colleges and universities hold 
in the Fall. By doing this, you will get to 
visit the campus and learn more general 
information about the school. Be sure to 
find out about faculty/student ratios, what 
programs and majors are offered, what 
types of scholarships Or grants are avait= 
able, what the residence halls are like and 
what types. of. activities and social

The November shooting death of 
Calvin’S, Cohen; 41, of Hartford, 
CT, has been designated "Crime of 
the Week" in the crime Stoppers 
Program for the Week of January 
11, 1993 


Calvin’ Cohen and- his five as- 
sociates, all from out of state, 
stopped at Jequetta's Market at 
1619 E. Livingston Ave., t6 buy beer 
and, if possible, sell jewelry about 
10 pim. on November 23, 1992 


The victim and his friends were 
in the business of travelling across 
the country selling jewelry to. per- 
sons obviously involved in the-drug 
trade. While atthe store, Cohen and 
two.6f his companions exited their 
yehicle, a 1968 gray Fleetwood 
Cadillac, approached several in- 
dividuals on the lot, and attempted 
to Sell them some jewelry. 


After the sale was made, they 
returned to their vehicle and waited 
for another Companion who was in- 
side the store buying beer. 
Meanwhile, the individual who pur- 
chased the jewelry evidently 
learned from others on the lot that 
the jewelry the salesmen were sell- 
ing was not genuine and was only 

“brass costurne” 
ments later, shots were fired in the 
direction of the Fleetwood Cadillac. 
Cohen was seated in the front pas- 
senger seat when one of the bullets 
came through the cars rear window, 
hitting Cohen in the back of the 
head; Cohen’s companion drove 
him to James Road and Livingston 
Ave.,; where they sought help. 
Cohen later died at Grant Medical 
Canter 


The shooter-is described. as.a 
Black male, light complexion, 18-22 
years of age, 5'9"-6-feet-tall and 
160-170 Ibs. He has a thin mus- 
tache, earring in his left ear, and he 
was wearing red pants and a long 
or full length starter type jacket 
(possible logo L.A. Kings or L.A. 
Raiders). The shooter's hair was 
shaved or cut close on the sides 
with “Plats” of short dread locks on 
the top, He also carried a pager. 
Part of the pager‘number is "785." 

Investigators believe the shooter 
iS 4 regular drug trader who hangs 
out in the area of Fairwood and 
Livingston Ayenues, and are seek-

"lam happy. to join with you 
today in what will go down in 
nistory as the greatest 
demonstration for freedom in the 
history of our nation. 

Five score years ago, a great 
American, in Whose symbolic 
shadow we stand today, signed 
the Emancipation Proclamation. 
This momentous decree came’as 
B great beacon light of hope to 
millions of Negro slaves, who 
had been seared in the flames of 
withering injustice. It came as a 
joyous daybreak to end the long 
night of their captivity. 

But one hundred years later, 
the Negro is still not free. One 
hundred years later, the life of 
the Negro is still sadly crippled 
by the manacles of segregation 
and the chains of discrimination. 
One hundred years late, the 
Negro lives on a lonely island of 
poverty in the midst of a vast 
ocean of material prosperity. 
Orne Hondred*yeare-iater; the, 
Negro is still languished in the 
corners of American society and 
finds himself an exile in his own 
land. So we have come here 
today to dramatize a shameful 
condition. ‘ 3 

In a sense, we've come to our 
nation's Capitol to cash.a check. 
When the architects of our 
republic wrote the magnificent 
words of the Constitution and 
the Declaration of Independence, 
they were signing a promissory 
note to which every American 
was to fall heir. This note was a 
promise that all meh -- yes, Black 
men as well as White men -- 
would be guaranteed the un- 
alienable rights of life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness. ~ 

It is obvious today that 
America has defaulted on this 
promissory note, insofar as her 
citizens of color are concerned. 
instead of honoring this sacred 
obligation, America has given 
the Negro people a bad check; a 
check which has come back 
marked "insufficient funds." But 
we refuse to believe that the 


. 


bank of justice is bankrupt. We 
refuse to believe that there are 
insufficient funds in the great 
vaults. of opportunity of this na- 
tion. So we've come to cash this 
check -- a check that will give us 
upon demand the riches of 
freedom and the security of jus- 
tice. We have also come to this 
hallowed spot to remind America 
of the fierce urgency of now. This 
is not the time to engage in the 
luxury of cooling off or to take the 
tranquilizing drug of gradualism. 
Now is the time to make real the 
promises of Democracy. Now is 
the time to rise from the dark and 
desolate valley of segregation to 
the sunlit path of racial justice. 
Now is the. time to lift our nation 
from the quicksands of racial in- 
justice to the solid rock of 
brotherhood. Now is the time to 
make justice reality for all of 
God's children.| 

It would be fatal for the nation 
to overlook the urgency of the 
moment. This sweltering sum- 
mer of the Negro's legitimate dis- 
content will not pass until there 
isan invigorating autumn of 
freedom and equality. Nineteen 
sixty-three is not an end, but a 
beginning. Those who hope that 
the Negro needed to blow off 
steam and will now be content 
withavearude awakening ifthe 
nation returns to business as 
usual, There will be neither rest 
nor tranquility in America until 
the Negro is granted his citizen- 
ship rights. The whirlwinds of 
revolt will continue to shake the 
foundations of our nation until 
the bright day of justice emerges. 

But there is something that | 
must say to my people who stand 
on the warm = threshold which 
leads to the palace of justice. In 
the process of gaining our right- 
ful place we must not be guilty of 
wrongful deeds. Let us not seek 
to satisfy our thirst for freedom 
by drinking from the cup of bit- 
terness and hatred. 

We must forever conduct our 
struggle on the high plane of dig- 
nity and discipline. We must not 
allow our creative protest to 
degenerate into physical 
violence. Again and again we 
must rise to the majestic heights 
of meeting physical force with 


soul force. The marvelous new - 


militancy which -has engulfed 
the Negro community must net 
lead us to a distrust of all White 


people. For many of our White 
thers, as evidenced by their 


presence here today, have come . 


to realize that their destiny is tied 
up with our destiny, And they 
have come to realize that their 
freedom is inextricably bound to 
our freedom. We cannot walk 
alone. : 

And as we walk, we must make 
the pledge that we shall always 
march ahead. We cannot turn 
back. There are those who ask 
the devotees of civil rights, 
“When will you be satisfied?" We 
can never be satisfied as long as 
the Negro is the victim of the 
unspeakable horrors of police 
brutality. We can never be satis- 
fied as long as our bodies, heavy 
with the fatigue of travel, cannot 
gain lodging in themotels of the 
highways and the hotels of the 
cities. We cannot be satisfied as 
long as the Negro’s basic 
mobility is from a smaller ghetto 
to a larger one. We can never be 
satistied as long as our children 
are stripped of their selfhood and 
robbed of their dignity by signs 
Stating "For Whites Only." We 
cannot be satisfied as long as 
the Negro in: Mississippi cannot 
vote and a Negro in New York 
believes he has nothing for 
which to vote, No, no, we are not 
satisfied, and we will not be satis-

| am not unmindful that some 
of you have come here out of 
great trials and tribulations. 
Some of you have come fresh 
from narrow jail célis. Some of 
you have come from areas where 
your quest for freedom left you 
battered by the storms of per- 
secution and. staggered by the 
winds of police brutality. You 
have been the veterans of crea- 
tive suffering. Continue to work 
with the faith that unearned suf- 
fering is redemptive. 

Go back to Mississippi, go 
back to Alabama, go back to 
South Carolina, go back to Geor- 
gia, go back to Louisiana, go 
back to the slums and ghettos of 
our northern cities, knowing that 
somehow this situation can and 
will be changed. Let us not.wal- 
low in the yalley of despair.

to Raymond Parks, December 18,

Raymond, now deceased, born 
in Wedowee, Alabama, Randolph 
County, February 12, 1903, 
received little formal education due 
to racial segregation. He was a self 
educated person with the assis- 
tance of his mother, Geri Parks. his 
immaculate dress and his thorough 
knowledge of domestic affairs-and 
current events made most think he 
was college educated. He sup- 
ported and encouraged Rosa's 
desire to complete her formal 
educational.

days. Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
was appointed the spokesperson 
for the bus boycott and taught non- 
violence to all participants. Contin- 
gent with the protest in 
Montgomery, others took shape 
throughout the south and the 
country: They-took form-as-Sitins, 
eat-ins, swim-ins, and similar 
causes, Thousands of courageous 
people joined the "protest" to 
demand equal rights for all people. 

Since 1965, Mrs. Parks has 
been employed by Congressman 
John Conyers, first Congressional 
District of Michigan.

SNCC’s fight for 
rights recorded 
by photographer 


CHAPEL HILL, N.C In the early 
1960s, while Malcolm,.X was giving angry 
and eloquent speeches. promoting Black 
nationalism, other activists were fighting 
for civil. rights in the- communities of the 
rural South 

in “Memories of the Southern: Civil 
Rights Movement," noted photojournalist 
Danny Lyon recalls in words .and 
photographs’ his experiences as the first 
staff photographer for the Atlanta-based 
Student Nonviolent Coordinating Com- 
mittee(SNCC, pronounced "snick:), an 
organization that had a reputation as one 
of the most committed and confrontation- 
al groups fighting for civil rights. 

The book was published last month by 
the University of North Carolina Press in 
paperback .($19.95) and hardcover 
($39.95).

“Memories of the Southern Civil Rights 
Movement'_recreates the heat and. ex- 
citement of the southern civil rights move- 
ment at the height of its power. Lyon 
conveys the genuinely multi-racial nature 
of the early movement, which was one of 
the most successful grassroots efforts in 
American history. 

But as the Rodney King beating case 
in Los Angeles and the riots that followed 
its outcome made painfully clear, racial 
tensions still haunt this country, and the 
more than 200 photographs included'in 
Lyon's book are all the more compelling 
because they call to mind our present as 
well as our past 

Lyon's combination of. photographs 
and recollections tells a powerful, and 
also personal, story as he gives his first- 
hand impressions of some of the most 
violent and dramatic moments of civil 
rights history 

In the summer of 1962, Lyon, a white, 
20-year-old University of Chicago history 
student, packed two cameras and 
hitchhiked south to record the struggle 
for civil rights. Within a week he was in jail 
in Albany, Ga., looking through the bars 
at another prisoner, Martin Luther King Jr. 

Soon, the native New Yorker became 
SNCC's first staff photographer. He held 
that position until 1964, when he left it in 
part because of an emerging focus on 
Black consciousness within the organiza- 
tion. Two years later, SNCC excluded 
whites from membership. 

Even_those who are too young to 
remember those turbulent_years—have 
seen some of the drama of the civil rights 
era in old television news clips. But those 
glimpses are incomplete, and Lyon 
reminds us thatinthe early days, the civil 
rights movement did not always attract 
the media coverage that we have come 
to expect today. 

For example, he explains that at a 
1962 demonstration in Cairo, Ill, "there 
was no press, no,video cameras (of 
course), no film cameras, no police and 
no reporters." For just.this reason, SNCC 
needed a photographer of its own to 
document its fight for justice 

But Lyon's compelling pictures are 
more than just a record of marches, jail- 
ings, and protests. They take-us inside 
the movement--to the meetings, organiz- 
ifig work, and voter registration drives that 
were the less visible, but not less impor 
tant side of the struggle 

Some of these photographs, those 
Lyon took in July and August ‘df 1964, 
were lost for-24 years and came to light 
only when a photo agency in New York 
movedits offices and, by chance, unear- 
thed them. They. are published inthe new 
book for the first time 

Lyon's text is just as revealing as his 
photographs, and his own experiences 
while traveling through the South are 
stark reminders of the days of Jim Crow 

For example, he often had‘ to walk 
miles through town, because it was 
against the law for Black taxi drivers to 
carry white passengers, and- white 
drivers often would not go to the Black 
section of town, which was _usually 
Lyon's destination 

And in 1963, when they arrived at the 
airport in Selma, Ala., Julian Bond and 
Lyon feared that-a Black man and a white 


man traveling as coworkers.might cause’ 


a commotion. So, they agreed that Bond, 
one of the’ founders of -SNCC, would 
pose as Lyon's servant, calling him 
Boss," and carrying all the baggage 
The ploy-apparently worked, as the two 
boarded their plane without incident

on Mouth Protectors, also 
stated-"Coaches and parents 
must be made aware of the high 
potential for oral injury in sports, 
including basketball, which do 
not have mandatory mouth 
protector rules.

There are many organizations 
available to help battered. women 
one of Central Ohio's newest or- 
ganizations is Decision -Center, 
Inc. Itisa Christian-based shelter 
that addresses the combined 
needs. of Christian families-living 
in domestic violence situations and 
the special needs of Black 
women. 

"| began this organization be- 
cause of my own history of surviv- 
ing three marriages that involved 


different forms of domestic , 


violence," said Cheryl Wilcox, 
founder and director of the non- 
profit organization 

This center has counseling ser- 
vices that examines the many is- 
sues associated with domestic 
violence from a Christian perspec- 
tive 

“God doesn't want women to 
remain with men who abuse their 
spouses," said Wilcox. "That's a 
devil's lie. God wants people who 
are healthy -- spiritually, mentally, 
and physically 

Wilcox said her ex-husband 
killed his girlfriend shortly after she 
divorced him. "He had threatened 
me in the past," she said. "If | had 
Stayed, | could have been the one 
was who was killed." 

"| believe women should take 
men’s threats very seriously,” said 
Wilcox. “You cannot read the fu- 
ture. YOu cannot be selfish; You 
have to think about your children 
and others who are in your life." 

The 2 1/2 year old program has 
just moved into an-expanded shel- 
ter that will hold up to five families 
-- women and children, The center 
holds weekly counseling 
programs for women who just need 
someone to talk about their 
problems 

"There are people out here who 
are willing to work with women in- 
volved in domestic violence if they 
are willing to come forward and talk 
said Wilcox. “Keeping 
silent will do nothing but place you 
in greater danger.’
